EDITORIAL COMMENT 


BRYAN SETS THE PACE 


N 


sonality of the Democratic nominee for the 


OT much doubt remains concerning the per- 


prcsidcncy—the finger of fate points steadily at 
William Jennings Bryan, silver-tongued states- 
man of Nebraska. 


And why not ? They talk of Folk of Missou- 


ri, Folk is good enough in his way, but there is 
a suspicion abroad that, while he is a big man in 
a big state, he is not big enough to cast a vast 
shadow in a big nation. Besides, Folk would be 
an experiment while Bryan is an accomplished 
fact. 
Folk is something new—an innovation, as 


it were; Bryan is a settled habit; he may even be 
compared to an ancient custom. The bulk of the 
nation knows of Folk by hearsay ; the people have 
met Bryan face to face; they have grasped his 
honest hand; they have basked in his genial, all- 
embracing smile; they have listened to his ek>: 
quent, persuasive, convincing logic. 
No doubt 


Folk is all that could be desired in a Democratic 
candidate for the presidency, but we are not as 
sure of Folk as we are of Bryan; and all other 
things being equal, Bryan certainly must be given 
the lead in this preliminary canter for the nom- 
ination. 


We need not be alarmed regarding the issues 


on which Colonel Brvan will ge before his fellow 
citizens asking them for their suffrages. 
We 


may rest assured that the issues will be live ones, 
and so vital in every part that if, by the usual 
chance, the Democracy loses in this campaign as 
it has lost in other contests, it cannot be urged 
thereafter that defeat was due to the weakness 
of the Bryan platform1. 
Neither shall it be said 


that defeat was due to the intrinsic weakness bi 
the candidate himself, but rather to the concen- 
trated power of the forces allied against him— 
corrupt and demoralizing elements, of course 
that are swiftly sapping the foundations of tlic 
republic and deliberately destroying the most 
cherished institutions of the country. If Colond 
Bryan is defeated this time he will be- .defeated by 
the people—the misguided, misled, misgoverned 
people. 


There are conservative Democrats who insist 


that only a Roosevelt Republican can defeat 
Bryan on parallel issues. It will be necessary, 
therefore, that the "paramount issue" in both, 
parties shall be in accord with the popular outcry 
against monopolies and against the giant corpor- 
ations as the head and front of the monopoly 
offending. 
Colonel Bryan has already declared 


himself on 
this paramount issue. While, . in 


Trondhjeih he announced, without the slightest 
attempt at equivocation, that the great issue hr 
this country is whether "the governiiient shall 
own the monopolies or the monopolies, shall own 


the government." 
We may quibble as we please 


over the meaning of this 
epigrammatic 
pro- 


nouncement ; we may construe it as a direct ap- 
peal for government ownership of all monopolies, 
or we may infer that Colonel Bryan merely meant 
to say that the government should control the 
monopolies by the prevailing process of law; we 
may believe that he would condemn and operate 
all the railroads that he would make Standard 
Oil a part of the business of the Interior Depart- 
ment, that he would turn the beef monopoly and 
the packing industry over to the Agricultural De- 
partment; or we may believe that he is dissatis- 
fied with the present administration of the lawj 
governing and controlling these activities that 
have developed naturally, it may be, into over- 
shadowing and oppressive monopolies. It doesn't 
matter much how we interpret Colonel Bryan's 
uttrances at Trondhjem—the fact remains that 
the Bryan slogan in the coming campaign will be 
"Down with the monopolies!1'. 


To parallel this issue it will be necessary that 


the Republicans shall nominate a candidate in 
strict accord with the Roosevelt idea of monopol- 


ies. 
It is possible that Secretary 'Taft would fit 


this gap quite comfortably, and until a better man 
is named let us accept Taft as Colonel Bryan's 
prospective opponent. 
In that event, too the 


Democrats and the Republicans would parallel 
on the issue of imperialism Up to the point where 
the question becomes one of granting indepen- 
dence to the Filipinos—there the ways would 
part. 
Likewise on the tariff issue the parties 


would parallel until Bryan should demand free 
trade—a contingency not absolute, for Bryan has 
traveled far and wide and is still traveling, and in 
his travels he has learned to modify his radical 
views on the question of the tariff. 


But whatever may be the issues of the cam- 


paign, Bryan will still be the'real "paramount 
issue." All other issues will be subordinated to 
the. Bryan issue, and the people will rally to the 
support of Bryan or they will array themselves 
against Bryan. He is cither a fetich or an anath- 


ema. 
•' He is the embodiment of a kind of poli- 


tics called Bryanism. He is an incarnation of the 
Bryan of lyoo and re-incarnation of the Bryan 
of 1904. He is now ready to perform his event- 
ual karma preliminary to his ultimate absorption 
iii the political nirvana.—Oakland Herald.
